’ASHINGTON — A s t r a n g e 
tw ist o f fate, It seem s, that 
H enry Oabot Lodge cam e to 
his death by the sam e sort o f blow 
that struck down W oodrow W il­ 
son at the height o f his career, 
when he and Lodge were battling 
in the biggest fight of their ltvee, 
over the League of N ations. 
It w as a brain lesion that brought 
the W ilson collapse. 
B y reason 
-of his few er years and hie more 
robust vitality. W ilson was able 
to fight his w ay back to partial 
recovery. 
Senator Lodge. 10 years 
older than was W ilson at the tim e 
he was struck down, and weakened 
by two recent operations, never 
rallied. 
N( 


[OT only in the sim ilarity of 
the stroke that ended their 
careers, 
however, were the 
lives of these two men alike. 
At the end. the bitterest political 
enem ies this generation in Am erica 
has 
known, 
the 
qualities 
that 
brought each to greatness w ere 
much the same. 
They were the tw o outstanding 
intellectuals 
in 
our 
public 
life. 
Roth were great figures in the 
world of American letters. 
Each proud to the point of im ­ 
periousness, but backing pride and 
resoluteness with a scholarly un­ 
derstanding and depth of know l­ 
edge that lifted th»m from the 
class of mere pretenders to the 
rank of real leaders, it was in­ 
evitable that when they did clash 
it should be a battle to'th e death. 
And so it was. 
The death of 
Lodge, no less than that of W ilson, 
can be traced hack to that strug­ 
gle of 1919. which sapped not only 
the m ental but the physical vigor 
of the two chief <*ontenders. Ixxlgw 
defeated our entry into the Loaga«. 
But he was a sick man ever after.

Lof'.rr was editor of the Inter­ 


national Review, back In the 70*8. 
when he accepted for publication 
a political treatise by W oodrow 
W ilson, then a student a t Prince­ 
ton. 
W ilson recalled this to Lodge at 
his first m eeting w ith the senator, 
follow ing his election a s president, 
declaring that he alw ays rem em ­ 
bered Lodge a s the editor w ho pub­ 
lished his first cuticle. 
T he last m eeting between the 
two w as at noon on March 4. 1921, 
just a few m inutes before Presi­ 
dent H arding took the oath aa 
ch ief executive. 
W ilson, crippled In body, had 
been assisted to the president's 
room in the Senate w ing of the 
capitol, to sign last-m inute m eas­ 
ures 
rushed 
through 
the dying 
Congress. 
Lodge, as leader of th e Repul> 
lican m ajority in Congress, called 
on him there to announce that un­ 
less the President had som ething 
new to com m unicate the C ongress 
w as ready to adjourn.

ROBABLY no m ore ten se m o­ 
ment ever will be experienced 
by any of those present than 
w hen Lodge and W ilson faced each 
other on this occasion.

W ilson, his fhee drawn by hha 
long illness, his cane at his sifts, 
seemed at first oblivious »if the

w as still fighting the pressure of 
that blood clot on the brain. 
Then, slow ly, with m ental self- 
control that he wat> not able to

B y Rim-ky Korsakoff (R u ssia) 
(1844-1908) B. Tikbavin 
Rim sky-Korsakoff, horn 1814, was 
an honest, fearless, fiery— a strong 
influence in social as well as artistic 
movements in 
R ussia. 
He 
com ­ 
menced life as a naval officer. 
In 
that capacity he i- believed to have 
touched the shores of 
the 
United 
S tates in 1862. As we shall find, his 
acquaintance with the deep m eant 
liiiicli to him 
as 
a 
composer. 
He 
loved 
nature and the R ussian 
le­ 
gends that nature inspired. He was 
continually telling fairy tales in his 
imisie. Thus his art w as in most r e ­ 
spects the precise opposite of th at 
of M oussorgskv. M oussorgsky faced 
the realities o f life, its tumult 
of 
purpose and 
desires, 
its 
noble 
dream s, it- petty 
absurdities. 
All 
these things, which he contem plated 
with a 
passionate and 
unflinching 
gaze, went on his canvas. 
Rimskv- 
Korsakoff p referred the realm of the 
legendary and the poetic. H e is the 
best known of ‘‘The Five” to 
the 
outside world. Xo one of the R ussian 
com posers was such <n m aster 
in 
handling the orchestra. Tschaikow - 
sky wrote of the gorgeous “ Spanish 
C aprice’’ that it w as the most bril­ 
liant feat of 
orchestration

attention.

“C aprice” is n fa n tasia on Spanish 
airs treated with exceptional spirit 
by the composer. Rimsky-Korsakoff,

sung by the queen in the most ex

The task was completed 
ten 


days earlier than last fall. 


On paper, the state is supposed to 


receive #82,225.71, or approximate- 
ly eighteen per cent of the sum dis- 
tributed, all of which is 
derived 


from 
taxation, 
except 
common 


school fund and permanent endow- 
ment fund interest. But the 
state 


has been advanced $27,000 on the 
fall settlement, and the amount ac- 
tually paid to the state was $55,- 
225.71. 


The money paid the state 
was 


raised for the following purposes:

stitution 
fund 
$31,304.03; 
state 


school, -fl8.881.18: state educational

Rimsky-Korsakoff, horn 1844, was 


an honest, fearless, fiery—a strong 
influence in social as well as artistic 
movements in 
Russia. 
He com- 


menced life -as a naval officer. 
In 


that capacity he is believed to have 
touched the shores of 
the United 


States in. 1862. As we shall find, his 
acquaintance with the deep meant 
much to him as 
a composer. Ho 


loved nature and the Russian 
le- 


gends that nature inspired. He was 
continually telling fairy tales in his 
music. Thus his art wa-s in most re- 
spects the precise opposite of that 
of Moussorgsky. Moussorgsky faced

All 
these things, which he contemplated 
with a passionate and -unflinching 
sraze, went on his canvas.
